Exports shall be allowed from any port in India. 

For exports of these items to Australia, allotments shall be made by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council to the shippers in accordance with 
the decision of the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay. 
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Allotments shall not be transferable without the express consent in writing of 
the quota issuing authority viz. the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, 
Bombay. 

A non-refundable charge of Rs, 10 per 1|000 pcs. will be levied bv the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council for the issue of allotments, subject to a mini¬ 
mum of Rs. 5, 

All shippers shall have to submit monthly reports to the Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council, Bombay, giving details of the shipments of these 
Items made to Australia. These statements should reach the Council by the 
10th of the following month. 

The Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council shall (a) supervise the entire 
scheme, (b) keep a watch over the performance from time to time, (c) interpret 
aid give decisions on various matters arising out of the operation of the scheme 
and (d) make such changes in the scheme as they deem fit from time to time. 
,The Council shall be empowered to frame rules and regulations from time to time 
inter-alia providing for the conditions to be complied with by an applicant before 
he would be entitled to allotments. It shall also have the right to withhold or 
cancel allotments and reject applications for allotments without assigning any 
reasons.
